Niiw YoKK, Nov. 5. — Five hundred 
election districts of 1,011) in this city 
give Rico ((icinooiat) for secretary of 
st.ile, GO, 120; Gilbert (republican), L'9,- 
475. Wimple (democrat) for comptrol- 
ler, ti,r)0(» bcliind llice. 

I'ho Taniinauy and county ticltet is 
probably elected. 

Toil) (Iraily, Cleveland's opponent 
when iu the senate, ha8_ been defeated 
l)y Ahearn iu liis district. 

".Silver Dollar" Smith, (democrat) is 
elected to the eighth distiiot. 

Tlic Daily News' 8 p. ni. extra says 
i\<!\v York state is democratic liy 20,- 
1)00. It claims 75,000 democratic ma- 
jority for the state ticket iu this city, 
wliicli is probably high. 

Tlie Daily News says one of tho sur- 
prises on the legislative ticket is the de- 
feat of Millionaire Stewart in the eighth 
senatorial district by Chas. A. Turner, 
a poor yeoman ami a Tanunaiiy candi- 
date. 

Tlie Sun says tho .State lias gone dem- 
ocratic, certainly by 10,000 majority, 
(^ol. Brown's majority for senator in the 
sunaturiai district over Murphy is .S.OOO. 

Tlie latest reports from Brooklyn 
show that Major Cliapin lias defeated 
Baird, republican. The democratic vote 
was unusually strong. In tliis city 
nearly all the tramway candidates were 
elected. 

Col. Wm. ISrown, editor of the Daily 
News, is elected senator in the fifth 
district, defeating Michael C. Murphy. 

Kight hundred election districts, out 
of 1,(119, give Rice for secretary of state 
98,(i,'5'2; Gilbert 50,000; Wimple, for 
comptroller, 95,050j Cook 61,582; in- 
dicating a majority of 65,000 in the 
city. 

The Kvoning- World prints a charge 
that Johnny O'Brien, the Republican 
loader, in this State, deserted his party 
ticket to-day In' the ,8th asserably dis- 
trict, whore he resides^'and that;hu fol- 
lowers-worked ■ for the Democratic 
ticket, circulating ballots with only one 
Republican candidate's name on tliein, 
that of Robt. Haight for associate just- 
ice cif the siiprome court. The World 
assci'ts thiit O'Brien thus sought re- 
venge for llis delegation having been de- 
nied admission to the state convention 
at Saratoga. 

Excitement has been at fever heat 
arounil the bulletin boards of the news- 
papers since the polls closed, and Park 
Row, from Brooklyn liridge to the Herald 
ofHce, has been packed with dense 
crowds. The weather is quite cold, but 
this did not seem to effect the groups as 
seiiibled every whore returns could be so 
cured. Tlio display of gains by either 
])arty was received by ringing cheers, 
which as tlie night advanced became 
deafening as the jam of people became 
more and nioro excited. Messenger 
boys were darting in every direction, 
and tlie whole scene uqder the glare of 
the electric liehts was the liveliest on 
Park Row .-iince the presidential elec 
tion. 

Amos Cunimings has been elected to 
Congress from tho north district to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of 
Snnsefc Cox. His majority is over 
15,000. 

The democrotic majority in New 
York city is complete. The count is 
GS,209. 

Bhookvn, Nov. 5. — It is conceded 
that Chapin is le-eleoted mayor liy 
5,000 niujnrity over Baird, Republican. 
J. M. Ridgeway is re-elected district 
attorney by 7,000. The next board of 
aldermen will consist of 16 republicans 
and 4 Democrats. 

MASSACUCS£TTS. 

BosTox, Nov. 5. — Returns are coming 
in very slowly. , , The. vote is rather 
light. Tho indioattoits are that Russell 
(Democrat) for Governor has 600 plural- 
ity in Boston, but in the counties eight 
go for Brett (Republican), claiming him 
liy one Imudred. The Legislature will 
be liepublican by about the same as last 
year. 

Si'BisuKiKM), Mass., Nov. 5. — The 
Australian ballot system worked fine 
hero. Curio.sity brought out a large 
vote, anil about eighty per cent, of the 
registration was cast. 

Ni:\v VoHK, Nov. 5. — Tlie Press says 
the Democrats concede Mas-sachusetta 
to the Republicans by 20,000 majority. 

Boston, Nov. 5.— To-day's experi- 
ence seemed to prove beyond a doubt 
the succca.s of the Australian system of 
voting, and testimony from all sections 
of the state is almost unanimous in its 
praise. In this city the voting places 
liave presentcil a remarkably (piiet ap- 
pearaiico, and the scenes ';liere have in 
many cases been iu marked contrast to 
those usually witnesHcd. Voting has 
proceeded with dispatch and tho voters 
have enjoyed a freedom from importun- 
ities of ballot distributors that they 
have never known before. Very few 
cases are reported where instructions as 
to the method of voting were necessary, 
and practically the only aid required 
was lor those who come under the law 
as "By blindness or other physical dis- 
ability to mark their ballot." While 
the voters expressed their pleas- 
ure at bein^ able to vote without 
the usual solicitation in the interest of 
one candidate or another, the ward 
otlicers were also delighted ut being able 
to attend their duties without being dis- 
turbed by the customary bustle ana dis- 
turbance outside the rails. Theie was 
some slight friction caused by a coiiHict 
of oiiiiiioii with regard to tho duties of 
precinct and other oHiceis, but it was 
inHigniliiMiit, and made but little trou- 
ble. W ith regard to the ballots them- 
selves there was little or no complaint. 
From all over the state reports indicate 
a very ijiiiot election and high vote. 
Although the voting itself was con- 
ducted as c\])c(litiously as in former 
years, the count was not comjileted as 
early, unci tho returns come iu strag- 
gling. Tlier(! is probably not the slight- 
est lioubt that tho Republican cai)d)(late 
for Governor is elected by 8,000 ma- 
jority.

Terrible Sight on a Busy Street-A Horse 
Llturally Roasted by Klcelrlclty and the 
Driver Badly Injured. 



Nkw York, Nov. 4.— An electric 
light current this morning roasted a 
horse to death, threw the driver to the 
street and knocked a police sergeant 
senseless. Tho deadly current was 
carried to its victim through a telephone 
wire on a big pole, carrying numberless 
wires, standing on Fourth avenue at tho 
comer of Twenty-eighth street. Some 
time this morning one of the wires, a 
telephone line, fell to the street and 
formed a loop across the track of the 
Fourth avenue railroad. 

Soon after it fell Thomas Whalon, 
driver of the Herald delivery wagon, 
ciuiie along. The horse stepped on tho 
wire and instantly came to a halt, and 
then sprang aside and fell. Tho jolt to 
tho vehicle threw Wlielun to the street, 
and, when he arose to his feet, he re- 
ceived a shock which threw liim pros- 
trate into the gutter. Regaining his 
feet tho ilrivcr undertook to release the 
Ikiihc, but as soon as ho touched the 
aniiiial another shock passed through 
hini. Ho then comprehended the causo 
and liiy still. 

Citizens attracted to the scene no- 
ticed Hashes of blue (lame omitting from 
the prostrate animal. The flashes came 
from all parts of tho horse's body, and 
a sinoU of burning flesh was perceptible 
half a block away. Wholan was assist- 
ed to his feet, but the horse was given n 
wide berth.

They have endeavored in a humble and 
very imperfect way to make tlieir stay 
amongst them pleasant, and wc sincerely 
trust that their exijericiieo of Britisli 
Columbia liaa been such aa will induce 
them soon to pay it another visit. 

THAT BOGUS TELEGRAM. 

The organ of Llie Opposition tried very 
liard two or tlireo weeks ago to raise an 
agitation on the Chinese question. It 
did not succeed, not because the citizens 
of Victoria lake no interest in the ques- 
tion, but because tliey ure too intelligent 
to pay any attention to sensational ar- 
ticles based iijion what had all the ap- 
pearance of being a bogus telegram 
manufactured for the occasion. Because 
we refused to treat the alarmist effusions 
of our contemporary seriously it aljuscd 
us very vigoroualy, and it lias not yet, 
wo see, ceased to repioucli us for oin- 
ailence. \Vu were at the time (luite 
certain that tlie organ was, for purposes 
of its own, making a great ado about 
nothing, and we now find that in re- 
fusing to bo a party to disturbingtho pub- 
lic mind unneces.«aiiiy wc t<i<ik tke right 
course. In the Toronto Umpire of the 
•Jiltli idt. we find tho following editorial 
paragraph: 

"Wlicn till! Ojipoaition loniaiice wri- 
ters have hail tlieir inventions as to 
supposed sayings and doings at Ottawa 
thoroughly exposed several times in 
succession, they are fond of falling back 
ui)on inuiginative tales 'of intervention 
from Wcstiniuster. Thus thoy have 
now concocted a story of ])re3sure from 
Downing street upon" the Canadian auth- 
orities to do away with the poll-tax on 
Chinese immigrants. If the Colonial 
Otlice were to take any sti'jj of the kind 
it would hardly iidilress itself to (Irit 
correspondents instead of the Canadian 
Adminisl ration, wliieh has not received 
such a desp.ilc'i. . . . Parliament will lU) 
doubt he guided by the wishes of Urit- 
ish Coluuibia as it was in imposing the 
poll-tax, for the small innnber of Cliiiia- 
uieu reaching tlie older provinces makes 
the question one of little practical im- 
portance to them at present. Tho (irit 
tlieory seems to he that the Government 
altould not exclude Chinamen, and that 
iu case of thqir admiftsion tho _ working- 
men should vote for Mr. Laurier." 

It would be edifying to know where 
that despatch uuL of which the Times 
made so inueli capital was manufactured, 
for manufaetiu-od it was. It ia a little 
singular that it came just in lime to en 
able our contemporary to try to set the 
heather on Src for the purpose of get 
ting up an opposition to Mr. Earle 
The scliemc was not a very ingenious 
one, and as the electors perversely, as 
the organ declares, refused to fall into 
the trap it set for tliem, it failed sig- 
nally and ignommioualy. The scolding 
it adminiatered to the conatitucncy and 
TnK Coi.oNisi' after Mr. Karle was 
elected \>y acclamation appears in th 
light of the information imparted by th 
Empire, very amusing. The appearance 
of the bogus Ottawa telegram just in 
time to raise the alarm about Chinese 
clicap labor may certainly have been a 
curious coincidence. Such coincidences 
Hometimes do happen. But wlien tliey 
occur just when they ure needed to fur 
iher the designs of jioIiticiHiis badly in 
need of "ainmunition" they are, to aay 
tlie least, suspicious.

mcnt. Tlie Behring'a ,Sea (|ucstion is a 
matter of Imperial concern, and with 
regard to it he can deal directly with 
the Home' Government.

' celliinoy evinced a strong desire to ob 
tain reliable information with regard to 
the fur seal fishery. We luive no doubt 
that the information given him licre by 
men of character and experience will do 
much towards dissipating doubts and 
clearing away misapprehensions which 
those who have to deal with the tjues- 
tion on the part of tlreat Britain may, 
for wantof information tliey could depend 
upon, have been laboring under. The 
Americans, and particularly the agentH 
of the Alaska' Commercial Company, 
liave been most industrioua m spreading 
false reports regarding the seal hunting 
busineas and those engaged in it. They 
have done their best, or rather their 
worst, to lead tlie world to believe that 
tho British Columbia seal hunteri) arc a 
reckless, unscrupulous class of inun, en- 
gaged in a busineas which they know to 
be illegal. They would have tho peo- 
ple of Clreat Britain and the United 
States conclude tliat if they are not 
pirates they are the next thing to it. 
They allege that their nuiluK 
wasteful of seal life, and that if they 
are not kept out of tho waters fi'( 
quented by tho seals those valuabi 
eruaturoB will soon be exlirpate( 
Lord Stanley is in a position now 
to know pretty nearly how imicli 
truth there i« in the charges which 
men in the pay of tho Alaska Company 
make ai;ainst the British Columbia 
sealers, and he can communicate tho con 
elusions at which he has arrived to th- 
Imperial Covernnient in a way that will 
gain for them the earnest consideration 
of those who are eugageii in 1 tying to 
effect a settlement of thia not diUicnlt 
but very troublesonve question. We 
are greatly mistaken if tho Governor- 
General will not gladly avail himself of 
the opportunity to place the Behriiig's 
Sea question in what. British Colum- 
bians regard as its true light before the 
Imperial authorities. • 

Lord Stanley and the ladies and 
gentlemen who accompany him have 
hod an opportunity of seeing what No- 
vember weatiior is like in Victoria. 
They - will, we are quite cei;taiii, take 
away a favorable iniprosaion of the 
climate of tiiis city and thia province.

The Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany is determ'ned to liavo the best 
steamship service on tho Pacific. The 
Americans, when they hear of the mag- 
nificent steamships which this Company 
will in a little more than another year 
have on tho rout« between British Col- 
umbia and China and Japan, will no 
doubt renew their outcry against tho 
subsidized British lines. But it is not 
alone the mail subsidies that will make 
the CanadaiFacific lino a success. The 
push and' enterprise of the projectors 
will be moie potent factors in causing 
the line to be a formidable competitor 
to tho Amcriuan lines than any aid 
which thoy may receive from' Govern- 
ment. Tlie courage with which the 
Company tackle big enterprises which 
less courageous men would not think of 
undertaking cannot be aulhciently ad- 
mired. They saw that first-clusa linos 
of ateunishipa on the Pacific and the At- 
lantic were necessary to the successful 
working of their transcontinental lino, 
and they set about securing them 
though stupendous obstacles stood in 
their way. The Pacific line may 
now be regarded aa an accom- 
plished fact, and an Atlantic 
line in connection with their road will, 
we have no doubt, before very long, bo 
establiahcd. Mr. Shaughnessy, Assist- 
ant President of tlie road, returned the 
other day from Great Britain. This is 
what he said about his mission to a 
representative of the Montreal Gazette: 
"I went over," .said that energetic 
gentleman, "mainly in connection with 
those steamahips for the Pacilic service. 
The company luus made a coiiti acL witli 
tlie Xaval Armament C<niatruction com- 
pany, of i5arrow-iii-Furneas, for thiec 
steam steel ships. Thoy will bo 11(1 fc( t 
long, feet beam; the depth of the 
hold will be ."O feet; i),0(K) horse-power, 
and about :i,7.')0 to'.is dead weight carry- 
ing capacity. The passenger accommo- 
dation will be ITiO saloon, tiO second Si 
loon, and 1150 steerage. The ships wi 
be registered A 1 first class in every 
particular; at least e((ual in construe 
tion, finish and equipment to the best 
atloat; they will bo tested on the meas- 
ured mile up to eighteen kuota, and will 
be jnovided with every convenience and 
luxury that can possibly bo demanded 
by the modern traveller." 

The Pacific steanisliips are to be light 
ed by electricity, and the etlbrt in de- 
signing tho ahips has been to improve 
where possible on the best Atlantic 
lines. The ships are to be ready for 
the first in fourteen, 'the aecond in tif- 
teen, and the third in sixteen mont 
and they will be placed, immediately 
after they are completed, on tho service. 



.liV INHOHPITABLE COUNTRY. 



Every year we hear of suffering 
Labrador. The miserable inhabitants 
of tliat inhospitable coast seem to be 
nine-tenths of the year in a starving 
condition. Why thoy ever went there 
is a mystery und why they stay there is 
more mysterious still. The land is not 
productive. The soil ia thin and the 
summer lis, .very .-shp^ what the 
settlers who make an' 'attempt to culti- 
vate the ground can grow is hardly 
worth considering. The fisheries are 
most ])recariouM. When the fish are 
[deiity I be poor people cannot get more 
than enough to last theni through tl 
long, cold and dreary winter, and when 
they are scarce, as they often are 
theae days, thoy must starve or appeal 
to the people of the provinces south and 
west of them for relief. Such an appeal 
has been niado on their behalf this 
aiitumii by Hishop Boaae and a Mr. 
(.chiinn. Mut there will be great difhculty 
in getting supplies to them ao late in the 
season and there is no - use in sending 
tliem money. The Montreal Witness 
.lays that the early Norse adventurers 
called the dreary and nngenial country 
in which tli../o (loor wrotclies are trying 
to live, llellaland. The wor.l is (oo 
long by two syllables. Why anyone 
should want to live there us long us 
there are any other habitable regions on 
the earth's surface it is impo.isible to 
comprehend. Vet it is said that 
tho natives— -white nalivcs -are unwill- 
ing to leave the God-foiaaken land. It 
may be that all ambilion und energy 
have been starved and frozen out of 
them. Tho Montreal Witness suggests 
that they be sent lo British Columbia, 
bill wc fancy that this province has little 
use for men and women who do not pos- 
sc.ss energy ..■iioii-li lo gel out of Labra- 
dor as soon as ihuy see u chance. And 
tho chances are numerous enough, foi 
thoy could leave it in the uummer time 
ill their own boats. Navigation is not 
dangerous at that season, and wli 
they were oiii:e on the iSt. I.awreiioo all 
they would liave to do would 1m' to fol- 
low the shore to get to a habitable cmin- 
try. Wo are very much afraid tliat 
those Labrador fialiermeu and their fam- 
ilies would not 1)0 a very desirable ao- 
ijuisitioii to any community in which 
continuouH work is rcijuired to make a 
iviiig. Tiiey cannot liave acijiiired in- 
dustrious liahita wliore they arc, for 
luring n great part of tlic year they 
havo nothing to do. We ausjiect that 
this mode of lifo Ima unfitted them for 
rd and constant labor. We would 
t he surprised to liiiil (bat it is un- 
williiigneKs to work hard and contimi- 
usly, that keeps them wliere thoy are. 
They would rather starve in liulf, or 
more than half, idleness than live in 
plenty whore they would have to work 
throo hundred days In tho year. People 
ike this are not wanted in a progres- 
sive country. Labrador is good enough

Ottawa, Nov. '2 — I'Applications liave 
been received here for the probate of 
the will of the late Charles Joseph 
Savery, of this city, to his e.xecutorj 
A. Andette; value of personal property, 
§1,300; real' estate none." The above 
paragraph, which appears in one of 
the local newspapers, marks the 
last page iil5-;-ithe history of 
that once notabte "'French politician, 
who yeara-a^ojlefii;;' France with judg- 
ment against 'him: amounting to $8,- 
O00,000.to,diein a foreign land in com- 
parative poverty. He had lived at the 
last in a little flat over an eating saloon, 
with Mine. Lainy, who accompanied 
his flight from justice, and their two 
illegitimate children. The story of how 
he wreckeil tlic I5ank of Lyons — while 
minister of justice luider the 
Dafoure-Marcere .Ministry in France 
— his duel with il . Lamy, 
who discovered the laison between the 
bank president and his wife; the deser- 
tion of his own wife and family and 
flight with Mme. Laniy to Canada, and 
his death at Ottawa, after receiving 
absolution from the Catholic church 
early in September, has all been told, 
and reads like a chapter from one of 
Ouida's novels. 

The little property he leaves behind 
him ho willed to Mnie. Lamy, who, left 
to her own resources, is now starting a 
small shop on one of the main streets 
of Ottawa, where she will devote her 
time to the sale of fancy goods a la 
Parisienne. At the time of his death 
M. Savary had a suit pending in the 
courts against a Quebec newspaper for 
$10,0(X) damages for libel, the paper 
having styled him "1' ex-forcat (ex- 
convict) Savary." Attempts which 
have been made to elTect a reconcilia- 
tion between M. I/aniy and his erring 
wife since the death of' M. Savary have 
entirely failed, and she has now to 
battle the world al^e.
